Aotlng upon the direction of the 
Pas-a Pas Club, a club composed of 
representative deaf of the city of 

Chicago, we ask your suppoi! lo 
Senate Bill, No SOS, introduced by 
Senator W. Clyde Jones, of Chicago. 

While the object of placing all 
the State institutions excepting the 
Slate University and State Normal 
School under one board of. control 
was intended foi the good of all, 
we wisli to call your attention to tin 
fact that under no circumstance is 
hool lor the Deaf, a! Jackson- 
ville, a Charitable one, but on the 
contrary it should bo classed 
educational institution 

The deaf children of the Slate of 
llliouis, no matter how bright they 
may be, cannot attend the public 
day schools because of the lack of a 
special class of Instructors u 
for their education. Since the ob- 
jects of sending a hearing child to 

I ho public school and a deaf child to 
the Stale School aie one and the 
same, is there any good reason why 

the deaf child should be considered 

a subject of charity ? 
Suppose any of you gentlemen 

had a deaf child In your family and 
had it sent to the Stale school at 
Jacksonville, while its other young 
brothers and sisters were sent to the 
public school and at the same time, 
not overlooking the fact that Hie 
deaf child had all the qua 1 1 float ions 
ol its brothers and sisters except 
the sense of bearing ami possibly 
that of speech. The child is com- 
pelled lo seek the same educational 
training as its lieanns: i , but

The spread of the recent earth- 
quake in Sicily and Southern Italy, 
according to the cable dispatches, 
is lb rough very much the same area 
as thai of the oarthqu ike of KS:i, 
which was the most destructive in 
the history of Italy. Then, as now, 
the earthquake caused enormous 
damage on both sides of Ihe Si rait 
of Messina, Which separates the toe 
of till lied "boot" of Italy 

from Sicily. The historic dlsastei 
completely wrecked the populous 
seaport of Messina in Sicily, near 
the northern end ol the strait, and 
destroyed many smaller cities and 
towns in Southern Italy and Sicily. 

The loss of life in the (lisMSti 
1788 was estimated at 60,000, Mos. 
sina, a eitv which is for the most 
part but little above the level of the 

sea, suffering terribly — then, as at 

present, from a thiol wave The 
region to the south of Messina 
has also boon often overwhelmed by 
eruptions from Mount Etna. The 
southeastern and east mportionaof 
of ihe island have boon damaged 
time and again by eruptions of Ftna 
and very little by earthquakes, 
while the northeastern portion has 
sustained heavy loss of life and pro 
perty from eaithquakos and very 
little from volcanic eruption. 

Messina, which, as in 1 , S3, suffer- 
ed the greateBt loss of life and pro 
party from the recent earth,, 
is a city and seaport of upward of 
80,000 Inhabitants, while in tne 
connntie embracing the city sub 
urbs and adjacent country, (ho 
population is upward oi 
Next to Palermo, it is the chief 
commercial town of Sicily, and its 
harbor, which is formed by a pen- 
insula, is the busiest in Italy from 
the standpoint of steamboat (riffle.
